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THE PARKFIELD LEVEL B ALERT: 
WHAT HAPPENED AND WHY 


In mid-March, a "Level B Alert” was issued for 
the segment of the San Andreas Fault that runs 
through Parkfield, CA. This alert was reported 
as meaning that there was a greater than 30% 
chance that a magnitude 6 earthquake would 
occur within a 72 hour period, and received wide 
coverage in the news media. This explanation 
me supplied by Eric Tofsrud of the USGS. -- 
Ed. 


FIRST POINT: NO PUBLIC EARTHQUAKE 
WARNING WAS EVER ISSUED EITHER BY 
THE USGS OR THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA 
BECAUSE NEITHER THE USGS OR THE 
STATE FELT ONE WAS WARRANTED. 


Parkfield is in central California about halfway 
between San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Earthquakes similar to the anticipated one have 
occured in 1857, 1881, 1901, 1922, 1934, and 
1966. Anticipated damage from the next 
Parkfield earthquake is expected to resemble that 
from past Parkfield earthquakes: windows, 
chimneys, plastered walls, and glassware will be 
damaged in Parkfield, while surrounding 
communities such as Paso Robles, Coalinga, San 
Miguel, and Avenal ca expect merchandise to fall 
from shelves and dishes to break. The event is 
not expected to be felt in Los Angeles or in the 
San Francisco Bay area. 


The pattern of earthquakes lead to a prediction 
that the next one would occur in January 1988 
+/- 5 years. The previous Parkfield earthquakes 
have sometimes had foreshocks and reports of 
possible precursory fault creep. Creep is slip of 
the fault without brittle failure so no earthquake 
occurs. For this reason Parkfield now is home to 
more monitoring equipment than any other site 
on earth with two goals in their order of priority: 


1. Observe and learn more about the physics of 
the earthquake process. 


2. If possible, issue a short term prediction up 
to 3 days before an earthquake. As part of 
the process of issuing the prediction we are 
trying to learn how to best work with other 
government agencies, such as the State Office 
of Emergency Services, to translate our 
scientific approach into something that can be 
the basis for concrete actions. 


In order to make the prediction 5 alert levels were 

set up: 

E- Nothing unusual going on 

D- small anomaly on one instrument 

C- small anomaly on two types of instruments, 
or something larger on one 

B - large anomaly on one type of instrument 

A- large anomalies on two types, or very large 
on one 


Only A level alerts are considered serious enough 
to issue a public warning with over 1/3 chance of 
a M6 earthquake in 3 days. The other alerts are 
for internal use of the experiment to focus the 
monitoring activities. When A, B, and C level 
alerts occur the State of CA is notified. D level 
alerts occur a few times a month, C level alerts a 
few times a year, and this was our first B level 
alert. There have been NO A level alerts, but 
then the earthquake hasn't happened either. 


The instrument types are seismographs, 
creepmeters (which measure surface fault slip), a 
variety of borehole emplaced strain gauges, 
instrumented deep water wells, a variety of 
geodetic surveying devices including the oft- 
photographed two-color laser, and variety of 
electromagnetic devices that now includes the 
type of monitor that recorded a possible 
precursor to the Loma Prieta earthquake. 


Starting on Monday two of the creepmeters 
started showing apparent rapid slip of the San 
Andreas Fault. A creepmeter uses a wire to 
measure the distance between two piers on either 
side of the San Andreas fault. the piers are 
anchored at a depth of about 10 feet. By 
Tuesday morning the two meters, which were 
about 3km apart, had recorded 5mm of apparent 
slop each, which qualified for a B level alert. 
However, I keep saying apparent slip because 
other motions beside fault slip could change the 
distance between the monuments, such as the 
ground swelling due to intense rainfall. There 
has been over 10 inches of rain this month and 
over 1 inch fell during the creep events. Also the 
strain from such a large creep event should be 
observable on the geodetic equipment and strain 
gauges, unless the event is confined to the upper 
few tens of meters of the earth. The events were 
not observed on any other instrumentation. Our 
strong suspicion is that they were related to 
rainfall and not to the earthquake generation

process. However, we could not completely 
prove that and a B level alert was issued 
primarily to take a conservative path. After all 
earthquakes, and perhaps precursors, could 
occur during rainstorms. Further examination of 
the data and the history of creep and rainfall at 
Parkfield suggest that at least one of the two 
creepmeters was responding to rainfall alone. 
The other one is harder to understand. 


So, the B level alert was issued to the State. The 
State took the appropriate steps of notifying the 
counties and other emergency personnel that 
should know about these things at lower 
probabilities than the general public. But no one 
was expected to take any action. It is just a 
chance to let people know what is going on. Of 
course, the story quickly leaked out to the media 
and you all saw the results. Part of the 
experiment is to learn how to best deal with all 
aspects of earthquake prediction. This is part of 
the learning process. Fortunately we are able to 
do this in an area that is not expected to suffer 
any serious damage. And the event is not even 
expected to be felt in the SF Bay Area or in Los 
Angeles. Few people live there and most of the 
buildings were there during one or more previous 
M6 earthquakes. Needless to say we and the 
State will be closely examining what happened 
and amending our plans for the future.
